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Hiking Pipiwal 
Trail, Maul

It’s common for muscles to be sore after 
hiking—but usually your neck isn’t one 
of them. 

That’s what tends to happen, howev- 
er, when hiking the Pipiwai Trail, since 
the end of the hike is a neck-craning 
view of 400 ft. Waimoku Falls. Standing 
here, at the base of the falls, where water 
lands on slippery black rocks surround- 
ed by clusters of ferns, it’s easy to stand 
with your mouth agape for 15 minutes 
or more, and watch in silent reverence of 
nature as rainbows form in the mist. 

To only highlight the falls, however, 
would do the trail an injustice; what 
gives the falls their aura of drama is not 
their staggering height, but the fact that 
reaching them calls for a journey that 
ranks as Maui's best hike. Much like the 
infamous Road to Hana, the joy of hik- 
ing the Pipiwai Trail is found in the jour- 
ney itself, and Waimoku Falls wouldn't 
seem so dramatic if not for the rugged 
and scenic trail that’s first required for 
viewing. 

Considering the trail’s remote loca- 
tion about 30 minutes from Hana, any 
visitor who tackles the trail has first en- 
dured enough sitting in a car to warrant 
a leg-stretching hike. At 1.75 miles one- 
way, the trail is a moderate, accessible 
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distance the average visitor can manage, 
with enough challenging uphill sections 
to break a bit of a sweat. 

The first challenge of hiking, howev- 
er, is finding the narrow trailhead, which 
requires paying to park inside Haleakala 
National Park. If you've visited the sum- 
mit section of the park within the past 
three days, your entry fee should still be 
valid for visiting the Kipahulu section, 
and the trail begins across the street 
from the lot at the National Park. 

At the outset, it can seem like the 
Pipiwai Trail could end up being a bit 
too challenging, but rest assured the 
steepest sections are mostly found in 
the beginning. The sound of water in 
Palikea Stream is a soft but noticeable 
soundtrack, as it splashes in pools and 
sloshes against rocks in a valley not far 
below. Cattle, too, are often heard on 
the lower section of trail, where pastures 
laden with guava trees round out the 
rural feel. 

For the first half mile the hike is sce- 
nic, but nothing overly special, though 
that all changes the moment you stop 
and rest in the shade of the banyan. 

Known throughout the island 
community for its long, serpentine 
branches, the banyan tree on the Pip- 
iwai Trail is rumored to be the second 
largest banyan tree on Maui. Unlike the 
one in Lahaina, however, that sits in a 
manicured setting, here the branches 
burst from the forest and twist through 
a wild green jungle, where branches and 
boughs erupt from the trunk in a frozen 
wooden explosion. 
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Not long after leaving the banyan 
you come to a short metal bridge, where 
island youth (illegally) jump to waterfall 
pools down below. Because the height 
from bridge to water is easily 50 feet, it’s 
very unsafe and very unwise to follow 
their foolish lead and better to simply 
continue on to the grove of creaking 
bamboo. 

It's here your sneaking suspicions 
are confirmed this isn’t your everyday 
hike, as a thin wooden boardwalk snakes 
through a sea of bamboo so dense, so 
wide, and so tall it literally blocks out 
the sun. When standing inside the grove 
of bamboo, stop and listen just for a mo- 
ment to nature’s marvelous choir, where 
high pitched creaks and baritone moans 
accompany each gust of wind, all while 
backed by a steady rhythm of waterfalls 
crashing on rocks. 

Finally, past the banyan tree, the 
bamboo tunnel, the guavas, bridges, and 
cows, and hidden deep in the East Maui 
rainforest amidst a moss-covered cliff, 
the vertical river that’s Waimoku Falls 
begins to come into view. Had it simply 
been on the side of the road, accessible 
solely by driving, it wouldn't have the 
grandiose splendor that’s felt by visiting 
on foot. Just remember to stretch your 
neck on the hike leading up to this final 
reward, so it’s limber, loose, and ready 
to handle the falls spilling down from 
the clouds.

In his first column for SF Weekly, one of the Bay Area's most prolific Renaissance Men 
offers a queer-punk take on the movement for Black lives.

I write memoirs, direct films, 
and make critically acclaimed perfor- 
mance art in San Francisco and Oak- 
land. I also spend a lot of time doing 
drugs, practicing witchcraft, and play- 
ing in a punk band called the Younger 
Lovers. 

A few weeks ago, my band re- 
turned from a monthlong tour 
through the United Kingdom, France, 
Spain, Portugal, the Czech Republic, 
Belgium, the Netherlands, and the 
United Arab Emirates. Aside from the 
fact that the whole trip was a low-key 
disaster and I only have $300 to my 
name, it was an awesome experience. 

The whole time we were travel- 
ing — particularly in France and 
the Netherlands — I was subjected 
to endless press interviews, conver- 
sations at gay bars and saunas, and 
general unwanted commentary about 
the #BlackLivesMatter movement. 

I answered as honestly as I knew 
how, saying, “I feel like my Black 
life mattered well before there was 
a hashtag about it, but you should 
still probably go buy a T-shirt to 
make yourself feel better — if you 
must.” The person asking the ques- 
tion would then quickly move on to 
asking about Donald Trump, and I 
would have to sit there for another 
45 minutes listening to a European 
condescend to me about American 
politics. 

To clarify, ’m not a total bitch 
about this Black Lives Matter — ’m 
just a fatigued bitch about it. Like 
the scores of movements before it, 
#BLM started from a heartfelt place, 
galvanized into a well-deserved pub- 
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lic conversation, and then, when we 
noticed that things weren't changing 
fast enough, it morphed into a cam- 
paign to sell T-shirts and all other 
sorts of bullshit. 

I have often wondered where all 
this money is going, and I’m not ex- 
actly sure it is going straight into the 
hands of the people who really need 
it. I feel dubious, but usually I keep 
my mouth shut. 

While on tour, I noticed in online 
posts that there was a local party for 
Black Lives Matter at some club and 
a whole conflict over how the pro- 
ceeds were misspent. Everyone was 
pointing fingers, and I sat there won- 
dering how a group of people really 
thought they were going to go toa 
club to binge-drink for Black rights. 

All I could think about was how 
the Black Lives Matter movement 
was affecting my dating life. (Gross, 
right?) 

I feel like Black Lives Matter is 
too tied up in notions of Black re- 
spectability for my tastes, and there 
are definitely people who are a lot 
more qualified to write about that 
than me. I like to leave those topics 
to the scores of other Black writers 
who care about stuff like that. Iam 
violently uninterested. If “being re- 
spectable” and writing impassioned 
articles advocating for our survival 
(which we've been writing for, like, a 
couple hundred years now) were go- 
ing to save us — wouldn't the world 
look different by now? I don’t go in 
too hard, though, because I fear to 
think what everything look like if 
those articles weren't being written. 

I once had dreams of Black re- 
spectability. They included moving 


to Atlanta, getting a Masters degree 
in political science from Morehouse 
College, finding a preacher husband, 
and even sometimes attending 
church. But at some point, I was like, 
“Nah, dude, fuck that noise.” I feel 
it’s been a better choice overall. 

I still fight for Black Rights in my 
own way: I shoplift at Whole Foods, 
listen to Dr. Dre’s “The Chronic” on 
repeat, and I scream “PRIVILEGED 
WHITE BITCH!” at all Caucasians 
who rudely cut in front of me in 
BART lines. 

I almost got my ass beat a couple 
of times for the last one but created 
a diversion by crying uncontrollably 
and humming “Lift Every Voice and 
Sing” really really loudly just long 
enough so I could run away before 
the BART police were called. I rarely 
have these outbursts, though, and 
in the interest of self-preservation, | 
mostly just stay at home, snort drugs 
peacefully, read SCUM Manifesto, and 
wonder (obsessively) if I’ll ever find 
true love ... which brings me back to 
the topic of my dating life. 

When I moved to the Bay Area 15 
years ago, the only white people that 
I ran into were punk rockers, metal 


heads, and junkies. That shit was fun. 


Now it’s degenerated into a bunch of 
Codys. (A cody is a white boy who is 
exactly what that name would imply.) 
I wouldn’t feel so bitter about it, but 
in an era of my “Black Life Matter- 
ing” so goddamned much, why am | 
not getting laid more? 

They clutch their faggy tote bags 
when I walk by them at night. They 
don’t say hi on Grindr (yeah, the 
dating app). And they outbid me on 
apartments. Fuuwuuuuuuuuuck. 


Surely, I should be getting a dick- 
down from these boys as part of my 
reparations, right? But I don’t say 
that out loud because I don't like 
arguing with people. I do what any 
reasonable black punk boy in my sit- 
uation should do — I side-eye those 
Codys into oblivion, and I fuck kinky 
Black Daddies instead.

Can the Election Be Stolen?

Journalist and filmmaker Greg 
Palast is often criticized for going against 
the mainstream. From his fearless con- 
frontations with “vulture fund” investors 
to his use of animation in documentaries, 
Palast’s style is more Gonzo than Good 
Morning America. 

Best known for his examinations 
of how people of color were removed 
from the voter rolls in Florida before 
the 2000 U.S. presidential election, the 
investigative maverick is author of the 
New York Times bestsellers Billionaires 
& Ballot Bandits, Armed Madhouse, and 
Vultures’ Picnic. 

He is also the filmmaker behind The 
Election Files, Bush Family Fortunes, and 
Big Easy to Big Empty: The Untold Story 
of the Drowning of New Orleans. 

During production on the latter 
film, the Department of Homeland 
Security accused Palast of violating 
antiterror laws for filming an Exxon oil 
refinery. (The charges were dropped.) 

Palast’s latest movie is The Best 
Democracy Money Can Buy — based 
on his bestselling 2002 book. Done in 
the style of a film noir detective story, 
the documentary follows Palast as he 
uncovers what he describes as the top 
1 percent’s plans to steal this year’s 
election. As Palast’s crisscrosses the 
country, he tracks down voters whose 
names were removed the electoral rolls 
because they had allegedly voted more 
than once. Palast believes the removal 
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Greg Palast 
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of their names is simply a scheme to 
suppress votes of people of color, who 
overwhelmingly vote for Democrats. 

Some of the many forms of vote 
suppression covered in Palast’s film are 
not commonly practiced in California, 
but as he sees it, they will play a major 
role in next month’s elections. 

The film has even caught the at- 
tention of the Rev. Jesse Jackson’s 
Rainbow/PUSH Coalition. Jackson’s 
organization has just become an official 
sponsor of the film and plans to screen 
it in 200 African-American churches 
before Election Day on Nov. 8. 

Palast spoke to SF Weekly about the 
subject of his latest film, voter suppres- 
sion, and the threat that it poses to 
American democracy. 


How would you describe your film? 


GP: Simply put, the camera is on and 
there’s me, lots of cartoons and cool stuff. 
It’s very entertaining, but it’s also very 
sad. Fifty years after the Voting Rights 
Act, we're still stopping voters of color 
from casting a vote — we still have apart- 
heid elections. 


What exactly is voter suppression? 


GP: A phrase some asshole came up with. 
It’s kind of a cultural comb-over of evil. If 
someone steals your car, you don't report 
to the police that your car has been sup- 
pressed. It’s vote snatching. Part of the 
film is about a system called “voter cross- 


check.” In the film, I show this evil, 
sneaky, hidden, creepy methods of doing 
it. linvestigated [the removal of] the 
names of thousands of voters of color 
from the voter rolls in the 2000 election. 


How did you discover voter cross- 


check? 


GP: A state senator in Alabama, Hank 
Sanders, had reached out to me. The sen- 
ator had marched in the original march to 
Montgomery with Dr. Martin Luther 
King Jr. The senator called me up because 
he had discovered that his name had been 
removed from the voter roll. In looking 
into this, I was the only journalist that 
asked for the documents. After my inves- 
tigation, I discovered voter crosscheck. 
The system accuses people of voting 
twice. Not just people in general — 
Blacks, Hispanics, and Asian-Americans. 
It’s an old accusation. The original film 
Birth of a Nation was a Klu Klux Klan 
film that shows white actors in blackface 
sneaking around and casting a second 
vote. For over a century, people of color 
have been accused of different types of 
voting fraud. 


If these people are being accused of 
voting twice, they’re being accused of a 
federal crime. Have these people removed 
from the voter rolls been prosecuted? 


GP: They haven't arrested one single per- 
son. Why? The answer is because these 
people are innocent. I have the list, and I 
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go out and find the voters. The only thing 
that happens to these people “who have 
voted twice’ is that that their votes are 
snatched. 


Is voter suppression something that 
should be a concern to California voters? 


GP: For example, in California [prima- 
ries], if you're an independent voter, 
you re called a “No Party Preference” 
voter. If you're an NPP voter, and you ask 
for a Democratic ballot, they won't let 
you have one. If you want to vote in the 
Democratic primary, then you have to 
specifically request a Democratic cross- 
over ballot. In some counties in Califor- 
nia, the registrar is not allowed to tell you 
that you would need a crossover ballot. If 
an independent voter is given a Demo- 
cratic ballot, it’ll just get thrown out. In 
Los Angeles County, 66,000 voters didn’t 
get to vote because of how difficult it is 
for an independent voter to vote. Unlike 
other counties in California, Los Angeles 
decided that they were going to count 
those votes. ... If you’re an NPP voter, 
then they mail you an independent ballot 
that doesn’t have a Democratic presiden- 
tial candidate. The system makes it ex- 
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cruciatingly difficult for a registered 
independent to vote. 


What impact is this form of vote 
snatching going to have on the elections? 


GP: It’s going to be monstrously huge. 
What I uncovered for Rolling Stone and in 
this film show that this form of vote 
snatching and other voting heist opera- 
tions are centered in Ohio, North Caro- 
lina, Florida, Georgia, and Arizona. If you 
look at that list, you'll see that those are 
the states that are going to determine 
control of the United States Senate. I ab- 
solutely believe that the mass blockade of 
the Black, Latino, and Asian-American 
vote is likely to allow the Republicans to 
retain control of the Senate. I am not par- 
tisan at all on this matter. I’m just deeply 
concerned that America has gone back to 
an apartheid system of voting, and in the 
film we show people how and why.

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The Mad Hater 
Of Wanderland 


An allegorical commentary onthe 2016 election, set in Wonderland and Oz.

When the Mad Hater, the Patriot 
Party’s presidential candidate, heard that 
Alice was stuck in the rabbit hole, he 
tweeted: “Which was too fat, her head 
or her hips?” 

Sedate Patriots cringed at the 
slight, but the Mad Hater’s plebeian 
supporters roared with laughter. It 
was these plebeians, intoxicated by 
his rhetoric at a tea party, who as- 
sured his nomination. 

The slur came after Alice endorsed 
the Egalitarian candidate. Dubbed the 
Evil Extremist of the East by the Mad 
Hater, the Egalitarian was a woman 
long associated with the Establish- 
ment. She was also a secretary in the 
Cabinet of the incumbent president, 
whom the Mad Hater especially de- 
spised. 

“For eight long years,” the Mad 
Hater repeated at one rally after 
another, “in domestic matters we’ve 
been living in Neverland, not Won- 
derland. Under this president and his 
Evil Extremist adviser, you can’t do 
this, you can’t do that. Their motto is 
‘Never, never, never. There is no for- 
eign policy. We’ve simply drifted from 
one crisis into another. They’ve made 
it Wanderland, not Wonderland.” 

Repeatedly, the Mad Hater invoked 
his campaign slogan: “Make Wonder- 
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land a wondrous land again.” When 
asked how he would do it, his answers 
sounded like riddles which neither he 
nor anyone else could explain. 

The Mad Hater had a long list of 
hatreds. Near the top of the list were 
the people from the Emerald City, 
which had fallen into chaos after the 
Wizard had been exposed as a fraud. 

For decades, poverty-stricken 
Emerald City denizens had crossed 
illegally into Wonderland from Oz, on 
Wonderland’s southern border, taking 
jobs that otherwise would have gone 
to Wonderland’s plebeians. The Mad 
Hater declared that the Emerald City 
folk — pejoratively called “Greenies” 
— were criminals, and he promised 
that on his first day in office, he would 
sniff them out and deport every last 
one. “Greenies, go home!” became the 
cry of the plebeians. More conser- 
vative members of the party cringed 
again. 

Then there were the refugees from 
the war in Humilia. The Mad Hater 
was as anti-Humilian as he was an- 
ti-Greenie. “Who knows which side 
they were on in the Humilian war? If 
they’d fought on the right side instead 
of fleeing, the war would be over, 
and they would have won. Send them 
back.” 

The Mad Hater also hated the end- 
less government regulatory agencies 
and their restrictions on 
corporations. The Mad 
Hater, as a shrewd busi- 
nessman who knew how 
to make a buck and avoid 
paying taxes, found such 
regulations a hindrance. 
“My first day in office, 
those mind-boggling reg- 
ulations have to go.” The 
plebeians cheered, but 
a few wondered if that 
meant airbags would no 
longer be required or if 
no one would monitor the 
content of packaged food. 

The Evil Extremist of 
the East brought some 
questionable baggage to 
the campaign, too. 

While in charge of 
smoke signals for the 
incumbent, she had used 
a private incinerator 
rather than the secure 


government smokestack to send 
messages that contained confidential 
information. By the time her inexpli- 
cable conduct was discovered, most of 
the messages had dissipated, leaving 
insufficient evidence to bring criminal 
charges against her. 

Relying on fringe scientists who 
predicted that within half a century 
there would not be enough air avail- 
able, the Evil Extremist called for re- 
ducing the air pressure in tires by five 
pounds, a ban on air-filled balloons, 
and elimination of deep-breathing 
exercises. 

The Mad Hater countered with a 
pipeline from the largely uninhabited 
northern latitudes, bringing jobs and 
air to all parts of Wonderland. Native 
Wonderlanders objected when they 
learned the pipeline would cross their 
reservations. 

A month before the election, both 
candidates engaged in a debate. The 
Mad Hater subsequently complained 
that his tin can microphone he had 
had a faulty string attached and that 
that this had been a deliberate at- 
tempt to sabotage his performance. 
Organizers of the debate later conced- 
ed that the string was frayed. 

As election day neared, many 
voters, questioning the integrity 
and temperament of one or both 
candidates, examined the platforms 
of the two minor parties in the race. 
The most likely candidate of the two 
turned them off, however, when, in 
reply to a question about Humilia, he 
answered that his wife never planted 
Humilias because they didn’t grow 
well in Wonderland. 

Next month, the voters of Wonder- 
land must choose. But faced with such 
options, many commentators worry 
that they might not be able to stop 
their magical country from wandering 
down the yellow brick road to ruin.

The corporate state, which has destroyed stable employment and cohesive communities, has no intention of curbing police violence.

The corporate state, no matter 
how many protests take place in Ameri- 
can cities over the murders of unarmed 
citizens, will put no restraints on the police 
or the organs of security and surveillance. 
It will not protect the victims of state vio- 
lence. It will continue to grant broader 
powers and greater resources to milita- 
rized police departments and internal se- 
curity forces such as Homeland Security. 
Force, along with the systems of indoctri- 
nation and propaganda, is the last prop 
that keeps the corporate elites in power. 
These elites will do nothing to diminish 
the mechanisms necessary for their con- 
trol. 

The corporate state, by pillaging 
the nation, has destroyed capitalism's 
traditional forms of social control. The 
population is integrated into a capital- 
ist democracy by decent wages and em- 
ployment opportunities, labor unions, 
mass-produced consumer products, 

a modest say in governance, mecha- 
nisms for marginal reform, pensions, 
affordable health care, a judiciary that 
is not utterly subservient to the elites 
and corporate power, the possibility 
for social, political and economic ad- 
vancement, good public education, arts 
funding and a public broadcasting sys- 
tem that gives a platform to those who 
are not in service to the elites. These 
elements make possible the common 
good, or at least the perception of the 
common good. 

Global capitalism, however, is not 
concerned with the cohesion of the na- 
tion-state. The relentless quest for prof- 
it trumps internal stability. Everything 
and everyone is pillaged and harvested 
for profit. Democracy is a mirage, a 
useful fiction to keep the population 
passive and compliant. Propaganda, 
including entertainment and spectacle, 
and coercion through state-adminis- 
tered surveillance and violence are the 
primary tools of governance. This is 
why, despite years of egregious police 
violence, there is no effective reform. 

Propaganda is not solely about 
instilling an opinion. It is also about 
appropriating the aspirations of the 
citizenry into the vocabulary of the 
power elite. Bill and Hillary Clinton 
and Barack Obama built their careers 


mastering this duplicity. They speak in 
words that reflect the concerns of the 
citizenry, while pushing through pro- 
grams and legislation that mock those 
concerns. This has been especially true 
in the long campaign to curb excessive 
police force. The liberal elites preach 
“tolerance” and “professionalism” and 
promote “diversity.” But they do not 
challenge the structural racism and eco- 
nomic exploitation that are the causes 
of our crisis. They treat the abuses of 
corporate oppression as if they were 
minor administrative defects rather 
than essential components of corpo- 
rate power. 

Naomi Murakawa in her book The 
First Civil Right: How Liberals Built Pris- 
on America documents how the series 
of “reforms” enacted to professionalize 
police departments resulted in placing 
more money and resources into the 
hands of the police, giving them great- 
er power to act with impunity, and 
expanding legally sanctioned violence. 
All penal reform, from President Harry 
Truman’s 1947 Committee on Civil 
Rights report to the Safe Streets Act of 
1968 to the Sentencing Reform Act of 
1984 to contemporary calls for more 
professionalization, have, she notes, 
only made things worse. 

The fiction used to justify expanded 
police powers, a fiction perpetrated 
by Democratic politicians such as Bill 
Clinton and Obama, is that a modern- 
ized police will make possible a just and 
post-racial America. White supremacy, 
racism, and corporate exploitation, 
however, are built into the economic 
model of neoliberalism and our sys- 
tem of “inverted totalitarianism.” A 
discussion about police violence has to 
include a discussion of corporate pow- 
er. Police violence is one of the primary 
pillars that allow the corporate elites 
to retain power. That violence will end 
only when the rule of these elites ends. 

The calls for more training and pro- 
fessionalization, the hiring of minority 
police officers, the use of body and dash 
cameras, improving procedures for due 
process, creating citizen review boards, 
even the reading of Miranda rights, 
have done nothing to halt the indis- 
criminate use of lethal violence and 
abuse of constitutional rights by the 
police and courts. Reforms have served 


only to bureaucratize, professionalize, 
and legalize state abuse and murder. 
Innocent men and women may no lon- 
ger be lynched on a tree, but they are 
lynched on death row and in the streets 
of New York, Baltimore, Ferguson, 
Charlotte, and dozens of other cities. 
They are lynched for the reasons poor 
Black people have always been lynched 
— to create a reign of terror that serves 
as an effective form of social control. 

The wreckage left behind by dein- 
dustrialization created a dilemma for 
the corporate state. The vast pools of 
“surplus” or “redundant” labor in our 
former manufacturing centers meant 
the old forms of social control had dis- 
appeared. The corporate state needed 
harsher mechanisms to subjugate a 
population it condemned as human 
refuse. Those on probation and parole 
or in jails or prisons grew from 780,000 
in 1965 to 7 million in 2010. The kinds 
of federal crimes punishable by death 
leaped from one in 1974 to 66 in 1994, 
thanks to the Clinton administration. 
The lengths of prison sentences tripled 
and quadrupled. Laws were passed to 
turn inner-city communities into min- 
iature police states. This had nothing to 
do with crime. 

Amiri Baraka, the author of the 
incendiary poem Somebody Blew Up 
America, understood. In that poem he 
called us to examine the epicenters of 
capitalist power and the dark heart of 
imperialism. He knew the organs of 
state security served not only a corpo- 
rate system but also a dehumanizing 
ideology. It is the system and the ide- 
ology that are the evils. The police are 
only its most visible and public instru- 
ments of oppression. 

State-administered violence is all 
that lies between the corporate state 
and widespread unrest. The power 
elites know it. They also know that as 
this unrest begins to define the White 
underclass, the legal and physical 
shackles perfected for poor people of 
color can easily be expanded. Rights in 
America have become privileges. And 
the corporate state has created legal 
mechanisms, including the loss of our 
right to privacy, to remove these privi- 
leges the instant it feels threatened. 

Liberals’ rhetoric of compassion is 
as destructive as conservatives’ call for 


law and order. The liberal stances are 
patronizing. They reduce structural 
and economic oppression to personal 
and psychological problems, as if we 
can solve police murder by training and 
empowering “good” people, supporting 
families, or rewriting regulations. As 
long as our discussion of police violence 
ignores the social functions of police 
and prisons, the elites have nothing 

to fear. The police, in the end, are not 
the problem. They, like the military, 

are the foot soldiers for the corporate 
leviathan. 

The corporate state needs to create 
the illusion that the courts and the 
police are impartial and just. Once this 
illusion is cemented into the public 
consciousness, victims can be blamed 
for their oppression. Institutionalized 
murder becomes acceptable. Police 
violence becomes part of the cost of 
keeping us safe. The oppressed have no 
legitimacy or voice. 

The corporate state is interested 
only in fostering these illusions. Re- 
forms will be, as they have been in the 
past, cosmetic. What advances have we 
made since police murdered Michael 
Brown two years ago in Ferguson? Have 
the some 200 civilian review boards 
across the country, most of them 
toothless and ineffectual, prevented 
police from gunning down people in 
our streets or brought the killers to jus- 
tice? Police have killed more than 700 
people this year. The illusions of reform 
are used to alter public consciousness 
rather than the machinery of corporate 
power. These illusions are created to re- 
assure us that those who are arrested, 
beaten, killed, or sent away to prison 
for decades deserve their fate. Yes, the 
state may admit, there is an abuse com- 
mitted here or an injustice committed 
there, but the system itself, the state 
insists, is fundamentally fair and just. 
This is a lie the elites go to tremendous 
lengths to disseminate. 

The corporate state is counting on 
counterviolence against police, which is 
inevitable, and further acts of domes- 
tic terrorism, which also are inevita- 
ble. Acts of violence directed against 
the state are used by the organs of 
state propaganda, including the corpo- 
rate press, to foster a culture of fear, 
to deify the police and to demonize 


the oppressed in our inner cities and 
in the Middle East. All criticism of 
excessive state violence, once these 
illusions dominate the society, will 
be condemned as disloyal and unpa- 
triotic. The corporate state, until it is 
destroyed, will do what it is designed 
to do — kill with impunity.

Strong 
Arguments 
Remain Against 
Legalizing Pot 


Pity the modern prohibitionist. 

For almost a century, a pot prohi- 
bitionist could say anything. The 1936 
movie Reefer Madness was so exagger- 
ated in its propagandizing against mar- 
ijuana that the film’s title itself became 
a synonym for over-the-top alarmism. 

Decades later, a new phase of prohi- 
bition began. As Nancy Reagan would 
later recall, she was touring an Oak- 
land elementary school in 1982 when 
a girl asked what to do if a friend offers 
her drugs. 

“Just say no,” Nancy Reagan an- 
swered. The phrase, which evidence 
suggests was devised in a New York 
advertising agency, set the tone for 
global drug policy for more than a de- 
cade and has since contributed to the 
quadrupling of the country’s prison 
population, now 2 million. 

Today, prohibitionists have lost a 
lot of ground. Pot is now widely con- 


sidered safer than alcohol, and ban- 
ning it appears to have caused far more 
problems than it has solved. Today’s 
prohibitionists also have to account 
for the plant’s important medical 
properties. 

Thus, opponents of legalization are 
forced into narrower arguments about 
why a substance banned and discred- 
ited for largely racist reasons should 
continue to be outlawed. Further 
weakening their talking points, the 
states that have legalized weed seem to 
be doing well. 

At the same time, there are still cas- 
es to be made against legalization. For 
example, as I’ve argued before here, 
there may be negative consequences 
that we don't yet foresee, so it’s under- 
standable that some states may want 
to wait a little longer before 
diving in. 

With California 
voting on recre- 
ational marijuana 
in a few weeks, and 
eight more states 
voting on recre- 
ational or medical, 
we may be witness- 
ing the prohibi- 
tionists’ last stand. 
Opposition groups 
in most states are 
poorly funded com- 








pared to supporters, but they have 
put together a few videos that capture 
their arguments. 

A California ad, titled “Smoke,” 
touches on several common themes 
sounded by legalization opponents. 
The first and most compelling point is 
that kids will be exposed to advertise- 
ments for weed and might inadver- 
tently eat THC-infused candy. 

“Children could be exposed to ads 
promoting marijuana gummy candy 
and brownies,” a feminine announcer 
says before pointing out that edibles 
have led to a spike in emergency room 
visits and deadly car crashes. 

The ad’s arguments are weak: Emer- 
gency room visits from overdoses on 
edibles have climbed, but the apparent 
recovery rate remains 100 percent. 
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Also, the data are nowhere near con- 
clusive that legalization makes roads 
more dangerous. “Smoke,” in short, is 
a scare part of a scare campaign aimed 
at low-information voters. 

The ads opposing medical mari- 
juana in Florida touch on points like 
these but are nastier. One opposition 
video, titled “Search,” opens with 
screenshots of online research, while 
an oily voiced male announcer says 
the initiative would be “basically pot 
for anyone, anytime, anywhere.” It 
goes on to emphasize that it would 
create an overwhelming number of 
dispensaries — a threat typically ex- 
pressed in comparison to the number 
of Wal-Marts and other chains — be- 
fore mocking the use of marijuana as 
medicine. 

“Actual pharma- 
cies can't sell pot,” 
the announcer pro- 
claims amid pictures 
of shady-looking 
stoners. Medical 
use is “a scam to 
legalize pot,” the 
voice concludes. 

When 90 percent 
of the population 
already supports 
medical marijuana, 
it’s probably too late 
for a slash-and-burn 
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attack like this. 

To my mind, a video from Massa- 
chusetts does a better job discussing 
the concerns ordinary people have. 

It begins with Boston’s Democratic 
Mayor Marty Walsh saying, “I’m not 
sure exactly sure what the benefits of 
creating a marijuana industry here in 
Massachusetts are. ... Our young peo- 
ple already have enough challenges.” 

It then cycles through a series of 
politicians expressing concerns. Some 
will already be familiar to you — ed- 
ibles, dispensaries as ubiquitous as 
Starbucks — but the feelings of worry, 
and to some extent mystification, 
come across as genuine. 

The state’s Republican Gov. Charlie 
Baker says, “We already allow access 
for medical purposes, and we've al- 
ready decriminalized possession so 
that today folks aren’t being arrested 
for using or possessing small amounts 
of marijuana.” 

It is easy to see how to Baker, 
Walsh, and some of their peers across 
the country see the industry as a ma- 
levolent force. The cannabis commu- 
nity has been very effective at making 
the case against prohibition. Next, it 
needs to justify itself.

With her plaintive voice and textured soundscapes, Kelela ushers in a new era of R&B.

In 2012, Kelela was an “office 
bitch.” At least, that’s what the alt R&B 
songstress told the crowd gathered at 
her sold-out show at the Independent 
in December 2015. 

But Kelela’s cubicle days ended 
with her 2013 debut album, Cut 4 Me. 
In the span of 13-tracks, the pow- 
erhouse singer, who once famously 
chopped off her waist length dread- 
locks in a music video, introduced 
listeners to a new style of R&B. Com- 
bining clunky, industrial soundscapes 
with dark undertones, assaultive 
drumming, trilling hi-hats, and 
droning synthesizers, the 33-year-old 
singer-songwriter proved that it’s still 
possible to carve out your niche in 
music, even in our sonically oversatu- 
rated world. 

Two years later, Kelela released 
the EP Hallucinogen, a layered six- 
track release rooted in dance and 
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pop, yet still laced with experimental 
weirdness. Throughout the project, 
rumbling kickdrums compete with 
patches of silence, funereal organs 
toll like bells, and echoes and reverb 
cast shadows in the wake of the sing- 
ers own sultry, pointed voice. 

Though she’s currently at work 
on her second album, Kelela recently 
made headlines with a multi-para- 
graph diatribe on Instagram that 
decries White privilege, racism, and 
complacency in the Black community. 

“People who are not Black need to 
be listening (not talking or making 
suggestions) right now,” she writes. 
“Giving your opinion at the onset of 
a conversation with a Black person is 
rooted in the notion that we (Black 
folks) aren’t able to analyze and 
deconstruct our realities — that we 
haven't thought long and hard about 
how to address racism.” 

Though Kelela is most known for 
singing about love and relationships, 


there’s every indication that her so- 
cial commentaries will infiltrate her 
upcoming album. Just don’t expect 
it to be obvious. 

In a “A Breath Away,” a 2016 
Clams Casino-produced track that 
features the songstress’s vocals, she 
coos: “Why you complainin’ keep 
makin’ a fuss / Like I said, it’s built 
on broken trust and lies / All these 
years and you won't change inside / 
I’m saying something, fuck a silent 
fuck / I’m tired.” 

It sounds like it’s about a lover, 
the artist confessed in a tweet, but 
it’s actually “about being Black in 
America.”

Atlanta's iconoclastic Young Thug doesn't give a fuck about what you think of his flow — or his cross-dressing.

On Sept. 14, 2015, Young Thug 
unveiled a new track titled “Best Friend” 
on YouTube. “That’s my best friend, 
that’s my best friend,” the lanky 25-year- 
old performer croons over the plati- 
num-certified single’s trickly piano 
melody. Based on the title and hook 
alone, it’s clear Thug is rapping about 
friendship and loyalty, which is admit- 
tedly nothing new in hip-hop. Comp- 
ton rapper YG took home a BET 
Hip-Hop award in 2014 for his buzzy, 
boom-bap hit “My Nigga,” and almost 
20 years before that, Coolio made the 
concept of “rolling with [your] homies” 
so cool that even the Beverly Hills high 
schoolers in Clueless knew the lyrics. 
But with “Best Friend,” and its 
accompanying video (which has been 
viewed more than 150 million times), 
it’s clear that Thug is trying to shake 
up the typical buddy-song paradigm. 
Instead of cameos of his real-life 
friends or group shots of his entou- 
rage, facsimiles of Thug proliferate 
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throughout. We see him walking in 
on two of his doppelgangers, who 

are hooking up in a bedroom, and 

we watch as two versions of himself 
hang out and try on outfits in a bath- 
room. A suited-up carbon copy of 
the MC chauffeurs his white-pleath- 
er-outfitted counterpart, and at the 
end, an ashen Thug prepares to dine 
on a platter of his own head. 

Like most things Thug, “Best 
Friend” is weird and artsy and con- 
fusing. But perhaps more than any- 
thing, with its message of being your 
own best friend, it’s also cocky as 
fuck. And you know what? That’s OK. 

One of 11 children, Thug grew up 
in Section 8 housing in Atlanta, drop- 
ping out of high school and fathering 
the first of six children at the age of 
17. One of his early managers, whom 
he met in the mid-aughts, recalls that 
at the time, the burgeoning rapper 
who now glitters with diamonds and 
models for Calvin Klein, had next to 
nothing. All he had was a few shirts, 
a pair of shoes, and rotted, discolored 
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teeth that he’d cover with his hand 
when talking. 

Fast-forward to today, and Thug 
is worth a purported $6 million. 

He’s widely considered to be one 

of the most famous rappers alive. 
And he’s achieved all of this without 
even releasing a debut album. Not 
that Thug hasn’t been working. In 
the span of five years, he’s churned 
out a whopping 16 mixtapes, to say 
nothing of the dozens of projects he’s 
collaborated on with other artists, 
like Usher, Jamie xx, Kanye West, 
Juicy J, and T.I. (Rumor has it Thug 
can rake in as much as $50,000 per 
featured verse.) 

Beloved — and no doubt hated by 
some — for his unintelligible mutter- 
ing, screeching, yelping, and whin- 
nying, Thug has made a name for 
himself simply by being weird. And 
himself. Since the age of 12, he has 
refused to abide by societal norms 
by donning female clothing and 
painting his nails, which he still does 
today. And, in the masculine world of 


hip-hop, this is a big fucking deal. 
Other than A$AP Rocky who has 
flirted with cross-dressing by wear- 
ing oversize T-shirts that resemble 
dresses, no other rapper has made a 
more concerted effort to blur gender 
boundaries than 
‘Thug. 
“T feel like 
there’s no such 
thing as gender,” 
Thug said in a pro- 
motional video for 
Calvin Klein’s Fall 
2016 campaign. 
And while for 
some rappers 
doing so might be 
a death knell for 
their career, in the 
case of Thug, it’s 
yet another reason 
why fans adore 
him. After all, who 
else has the guts 
to pose in a white, 
ruffly floor-length 
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gown on the cover of their latest 
mixtape? 
Answer: nobody.

Will Toledo isn’t one for wasting time. 

At only 24, the Virginia-born musician, 
who performs under the name Car Seat Head- 
rest, has already released 13 albums, played 
at major events like Austin’s SXSW and Chi- 
cago's Pitchfork Music Festival, and become a 
reluctant poster child for the future of indie 
rock. Now, as he gears up for the last leg of the 
tour behind his studio debut, Teens of Denial, 
he’s added one more thing to he’d like to ac- 
complish before the end of the year: releasing 
another record. 

“Tm sort of determined,” he says. “I’m not 
going to get much of a break for the foresee- 
able future. But it’s important to me.” 

Toledo hasn't taken a break since he start- 
ed uploading albums to Bandcamp in 2010. 
With a focus on smart, emotive lyrics and 
guitar-driven melodies that tell stories of 
disappointing drug trips, crushing bouts of 
self-consciousness, and the existential malaise 
of being a teenager, Toledo’s work as Car Seat 
Headrest shares much in common with his 
labelmates at Matador Records, like Yo La Ten- 
go, Guided by Voices, and Stephen Malkmus. 

Despite his hectic schedule, Toledo still 
finds time to share his thoughts on the music 
industry, often posting his musings to Twitter 
and his growing throng of 14,200 followers. 
One thing he says he’s especially tired of is 
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reading articles that reference Car Seat Head- 
rest and fellow rising acts like Alex G. and 
Marin’s Day Wave as proof that indie rock isn’t 
dead. 

“The idea of thinking of the life and death 
of genres is just alien to me because it’s not 
like a genre ever really dies,” he says. “It just 
gets recontextualized.” 

Genre labels aside, there is one undeniable 
aspect of Car Seat Headrest’s music: angst. 

Toldeo says he always tries to make sure he 
writes songs that won’t embarrass him, but 
that his work thus far does reflect a time of 
turmoil. He doesn’t want Car Seat Headrest 
to be defined solely by the low-fi records he 
uploaded to Bandcamp, and points to another 
artist who successfully reinvented himself 
time and time again. 

“T think that an artist can definitely go 
through phases,” he says. “I think that an 
artist like David Bowie was getting accolades 
for Ziggy Stardust, but he didn't let himself get 
defined by that.” 

While comparing oneself to Bowie might in 
most cases be seen as hubris, in Toledo’s case, 
it makes sense. When you've released what 
amounts to a “greatest hits” album at the age 
of 23, you're allowed to dream big.

HOMECOMING

With mesmerizingly chill instrumental 
tracks released in the middle of the night, an al- 
bum debuted live during a Burning Man DJ set, 
and a surprise unveiling of the project, Epoch, 
less than 72 hours later, San Francisco's Tycho is 
throwing the industry for a loop. 

“IT don’t want it to be this scheduled, 
thought-out thing,” Scott Hansen, the mas- 
termind behind Tycho’s productions, says 
during a recent tour stop in Raleigh, N.C. “I’m 
really sick of that way of putting out records. 
Now, it feels like people are going to hear it 
instead of finishing the work, and then some 
management team sits on it and figures out 
what to do.” 

Released on Friday, Sept. 30, Epoch, which 
is Hansen’s fourth full-length album, was 
recorded over the course of a year in a studio 
he built in a North Berkeley attic. Less than a 
week before Tycho’s current tour kicked off at 
Red Rocks in Colorado, the record was finally 
completed. 

“There’s not one song on there that’s more 
than a year old,” Hansen says. “That’s what’s so 
awesome about this record.” 

The result is a gorgeous collection of word- 
less ambient and electronic tracks that feature 
everything fans have come to love and expect 
from Tycho. Building off of 2014's Awake, 
which was recorded with a live three-piece 
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band, Epoch is brimming with warm synths, 
intricate guitar lines, and galloping drums. 

It’s a “head-down, just-tweaking-on- 
sounds-all-night kind of record for me,” says 
Hansen, who also moonlights as a graphic 
designer. “The result of that is you definitely 
put a little more of yourself into it, andit’s a 
lot more personal. The isolation of that space 
in Berkeley and the story of the last five or six 
years all culminated with whatever ended up 
being on that record.” 

Because Hansen has a habit of posting vid- 
eos of his recording processes to social media, 
it’s no surprise that he took the time to list 
all the gear and technology used in Epoch on 
Facebook. 

“T like opening up the process,” he explains. 
“There’s a few people who showed me a lot 
when I| was young, and those people were so 
generous. | think a lot of people are afraid of 
showing their secrets or whatever, but if you 
share the process, people will take it and make 
it their own.” 

After almost a year of recording and play- 
ing DJ sets around the world, Hansen sees his 
return to the Bay Area for Treasure Island Mu- 
sic Festival as a homecoming of sorts. 

“It'll be nice to finally play some of the new 
stuff in front of a hometown audience,” he 
says.

Kamaiyah Jamesha John- 
Son may not be a household name 
yet, but there’s no doubt that she’s on 
the way to her throne. Since 2015, 
she’s been showering the hip-hop 
world with some insanely addictive 
hooks. Her breakout hit, “How Does 
It Feel,” is a modern anthem for any- 
one whose aspirations exceed their 
means — millennials and pretty 
much everyone else — and, with its 
boom-bap beat, bumping 808s, and 
synths that sound like they came out 
of a G-funk starter pack, it’s a throw- 
back to the Golden Age of West Coast 
Rap. “I been broke all my life / Now! 
wonder / How does it feel to be rich,” 
she intones in her low-pitched mono- 
tone, bringing the ridiculously infec- 
tious arrangement to life. 

Seriously, it’s so catchy that 
you ll find it playing in your head as 
you run errands, shower, wash the 
dishes, or do anything else for days 
after you hear it. Not that the song 
is entirely dedicated to braggadocio 
lyrics and aspirations of up high. 
Listen closely and you'll realize 
there’s a message behind it, too: 
one that says you don’t have to be 
wealthy to aim high. 

But though “How Does It Feel” 
is arguably Kamaiyah’s biggest 
hit to date — and helped land 
her a spot on YG’s current “Fuck 
Donald Trump” tour — she’s by 
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no means a one-hit wonder. Her 
debut mixtape, A Good Night in the 
Ghetto, which came out in March, 
is stacked with club-ready bangers, 
like “Out The Bottle” and “Fuck It 
Up” featuring YG, as well as sincere 
stories of her struggles growing up 
poor, loving life as a single lady, and 
losing her friend James to cancer. 
Her latest single, “Petty,” which 
features guest verses from legend- 
ary Vallejo MC E-40, continues to 
showcase Kamaiyah’s vocal chops, 
as well as the deadpan style of de- 
livery that’s become the burgeoning 
rapper's calling card. Sonically, 
“Petty” is a departure from the 
Missy Elliott-influenced, ’90s-nos- 
taglic vibe that her catalogue has 
been praised for thus far, and it 
is, perhaps, indicative of what is 
yet to come from Kamaiyah, who 
has promised fans a debut album 
sometime in the near future. It’s 
also telling of the continually rising 
caliber of her collaborators. Consid- 
ering how she’s managed to work 
with YG, Drake, and E-40 all within 
one year of releasing her first sin- 
gle, we're sure that wherever she 
lands, it will be with a glass of Moet 
in her manicured hand.

Héloise Letissier — you know 
her as Christine and the Queens — 
doesn’t have the most conventional 
guardian angels. In fact, “guardian 
queens” might be a more accurate term. 

It was in 2010 during a visit to 
London when the French-born sing- 
er-songwriter met the gaggle of drag 
queens who would become her men- 
tors and, for a brief time, her backing 
band. Fresh out of college, Letissier 
was reeling from a painful breakup 
and feeling directionless. All her life, 
she'd had a persistent desire to be 
onstage, but was unsure as to how 
to go about it. Turns out, her chance 
encounter with the drag queens at the 
now-closed club Madame Jojo’s was 
exactly the push she'd needed. 

“They just said, “We feel that you 
are attractive and you should just try 
to get onstage and stop caring what 
people think, ” she recounts. 

Emboldened by their encourage- 


ment and confidence in her, Letissier 
adopted the character of Christine 
and decided to try her hand at song- 
writing. “From that very moment, | 
decided to be exposed and bare,” she 
says. It came all of a sudden and it is 
hasn't stopped. It’s weird.” 

The rest — which includes inter- 
national acclaim, a breakout Glaston- 
bury performance, playing live with 
Elton John, and a marvelous duet 
with Perfume Genius — is history. 

Not that Letissier expected any of 
this. In fact, she just wanted her de- 
but album — which was first released 
in France as Chaleur Humaine (Human 
Warmth, for the non-Francophonic) in 
2014, and then in the United States in 
2016 as Christine and the Queens — to 
not suck. She describes the writing 
process as “quite painful and intense 
and deep,” and admits she wasn't hop- 
ing for any grand response. 

“I never thought in terms of 
territories,” she says. “I wasn’t even 
expecting anything from France. I was 
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like, ‘Hopefully they don’t smash it in 
my face and say it’s crap.” 

Not only did they not smash it in 
Letissier’s face, they elevated her to 
national pop stardom. Her rhythmic, 
synth-driven art-pop caught the ears 
of the rest of the world next (the vid- 
eo for “Christine,” her third single, has 
more than 26 million YouTube views), 
and she became a must-see performer 
and festival highlight thanks to her 
dynamic, exuberant style of dancing. 

The first incarnation of Christine, 
however, did not dance. During her 
early performances, Letissier would 
stand on stage for minutes at a time, 
staring at people and saying nothing. 
That quickly changed. 

“The more I performed as that 
character, the more I became open 
and generous,’ she says. “I began to 
dance a lot more. Iam now a dancing 
little boy onstage.” 

Dancing aside, it’s hard to fully 
differentiate Christine from Letissier, 
and she insists that Christine isn’t her 
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alter ego. “Christine is this amalga- 
mation of who I am at the moment,” 
she says. 

But Christine also seems to pos- 
sess a boldness that Letissier lacks. 
“When I choose to be Christine, I 
choose to be really unfiltered. It’s my 
obsessions and my love and who | am, 
but I feel stronger and more daring. 
With Christine, I go further.” 

How much further remains to be 
seen, but Letissier’s rising star seems 
all but unstoppable of late. This year 
has proven to be a landmark in queer 
visibility in music, and Letissier, who 
identifies as pansexual and plays with 
androgyny in her costuming and live 


performance, is leading the charge 
alongside acts like PWR BTTM, Mykki 
Blanco, ANOHNI, and Against Me! 
And although she’s only two years 
removed from her debut, Letissier al- 
ready seems to know exactly how she 
wants her musical career to unfold. 
“I want to be the old male rock 
star sitting in the corner with lots of 
rings on his fingers,” she says with 
a laugh. “I want people to say, ‘Oh, 
that’s Christine. She’s been around. 
She never dies. She’s still here.’ ”

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SPANISH SIRENS 


Hinds puts a grunge twist on the typical girl band.

Carlotta Cosials grew up in 
Madrid, separated from the U.S. by 
3,000 miles, a language, and a consider- 
able cultural barrier. 

Still, it didn’t take long for her 
to develop a lasting appreciation for 
American music. 

“There was one night when I went 
out illegally as a 16-year-old to the 
only venue in Madrid that played 
indie rock,” says Cosials, whose band, 
Hinds, will perform on Sunday, Oct. 
16. 

“The club was closing and the 
lights were on, and I was making 
out with this guy, and this Strokes 
song came on, and when [ heard it, I 
thought, “Wow, this is best night of 
my life.’ I was hooked after that.” 

Around 2008, Cosials and a tight- 
knit group of about 30 fellow music 
lovers in Madrid started voraciously 
consuming all the American tunes 


they could find, leading them to dis- 
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cover acts like the Black Lips and Mac 
DeMarco. It also connected Cosials 
with Ana Perrote, whom she would 
later form a band with despite the 
two having no musical experience 
whatsoever. 

“She was the best friend of my 
boyfriend at the time,” the 25-year- 
old says. “The first time I met her, we 
stayed up all night talking, and we 
became super best friends.” 

After learning the rudimentary 
disciplines of guitar, the two began 
playing cover songs in 2011, sharing 
lead vocal duties under the moniker 





“T thought we were incredibly lame,” 
Cosials says — the pair dropped the 
project for a couple of years, before 
reforming in 2013 determined to 
write new music. 

“We had a lot of support from our 
friends, and they were always asking 
us when we were playing next,’ Cosi- 
als says. “So I spoke with Ana and ba- 
sically said, ‘Dude, we had something 


really special. We should get back 
together and write our own songs 
this time.’ ” 

Cosials and Perrote soon expanded 
the band to include bassist Ade Mar- 
tin and drummer Amber Grimbergen 
and renamed the group Hinds. 

The group’s breezy, tropical-in- 
fused garage rock, charming lo-fi pro- 
duction, and arresting vocal harmo- 
nies — featured on a series of singles 
released in 2014 and 2015 — quickly 
garnered them an international fol- 
lowing. 

A few widely circulated YouTube 
music videos — which showcased the 
group drinking homemade cocktails, 
smoking cigarettes, and generally 
having a fucking blast — helped 
spread their rambunctious, fun-lov- 
ing appeal. Last year, they embarked 
on two American tours, and in Janu- 
ary, they released their debut record, 
Leave Me Alone, to strong critical 
acclaim. 

While the group rejoices in the 
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party girl image they cemented 
through YouTube, they write songs 
that have a melancholy tinge to them 
and that revolve around tales of past 
boyfriends, broken hearts, and tor- 
tured decisions. 

Cosials and Perrote split writing 
duties, and their Spanish accents lend 
a beguiling, endearing lilt to their 
saccharine, English-language lyrics. 

“It’s almost like writing poetry,” 
says Cosials, who describes her voice 
as “dirty” and Perrote’s as “fat.” “Like 
trying to find the most beautiful 
way of changing it from Spanish to 
English.” 

And because the two friends share 
such a tight connection, they’re com- 
fortable singing lyrics written by each 
other. 
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“We have the same ideas about 
love,” she adds. “Our hearts evolve 
the same way, so it’s so easy to 
write together and sing each other’s 
words.” 

While this all may sound like 
heavy stuff, audiences at Treasure 
Island shouldn't expect some mourn- 
ful, somber performance when Hinds 
take the stage. These girls still like to 
have a bunch of fun. 

“The last two times we played 
in San Francisco, I ended up crowd 
surfing,’ Cosials says. “And we cannot 
wait to play there again. It’s going to 
be amazing.”

There’s something about a gap 
in one’s front teeth that lends a certain 
Mona Lisa ambiguity to one’s facial ex- 
pressions. Even if a gap-toothed indi- 
vidual is male, the most innocent smile 
can look as sinister as a midway carny’s 
rictus. 

Canadian jangle popster Mac De- 
Marco's signature dentition functions 
as a sort of gateway to his mind: At 
first listen, he might almost be a folk 
guitarist, with his preference for soft 
strings, airy vocals, and bittersweet 
laments — the kind of bro who car- 
ries a six-string everywhere and nev- 
er wears a shirt. But like a whistler 
sharply inhaling the air, all of a sud- 
den you realize you've been drawn in 
by some mad force, as DeMarco has

refracted the mellowness into some- 
thing warped, a better soundtrack 
for a3 a.m. come-down than a 3 p.m. 
swim. 

As befitting someone who’s 
opened for Tame Impala, probably 
the leading psychedelic band around, 
DeMarco isn’t above a bit of weird- 
ness. He doesn't traffic in galactic 
soundscapes the way Tame Impala’s 
Kevin Parker does, opting for a quiet 
sort of glam-rock, like early T. Rex 
with more prominent drums. His 
low-budget videos are artsy-strange. 
“My Kind of Woman,” probably the 
most polished, is a roller-coaster of 
bad drag, neon, and newspaper, that 
will — if nothing else — make you 
doubt the sincerity of its title. There 
are auxiliary videos that highlight 
the stoner weirdness, too. In one, 
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keyboardist Jon Lent details how he 
joined the band, thanking his fellow 
members — who don’t seem to know 
who he is — and bragging that he got 
to meet Lars Ulrich of Metallica. (De- 
Marco’s debut EP, Rock and Roll Night 
Club, features skits of its own.) “I 
Was a Fool to Care” has a guy ina 
puppy mask and closes with the wear- 
er of said mask sitting at a cluttered 
desk and watching, on his laptop, the 
Simpsons episode that stars James 
Taylor. 

DeMarco has a thing for masks. A 
backup “dancer” in the video for the 
’80s cheese-revival cover of Prince’s 
“It’s Gonna Be Lonely” bobs up 
and down wearing something that 
Hannibal Lecter would, and the cryp- 
to-dancer in “Another One” looks like 
Michael Jackson. For all his obvious 
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songwriting talent, it’s curious that 
DeMarco puts references and covers 
front-and-center. But his underwa- 
ter-sounding version of Eric Clapton’s 
cardboard-dry “Change the World” 
retains the languor of the original 
while adding a new layer of sadness. 
Change the world? No, this maker of 
so-called “jizz jazz” probably won't. 
What’s arguably strangest about 
DeMarco’s sound is that many of 
his songs are short. If you think of 
a song lasting barely two minutes, 
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youd probably assume it was a punk 
track (or maybe a Magnetic Fields dit- 
ty). But DeMarco’s two best-known 
cuts — “Blue Boy” and “Salad Days” 
— come to four-and-a-half minutes 
combined. Most people might pad 
them out with an extra verse, but 
the charms of being this cheekily 
demented dictate otherwise. They’re 
perfect as is.

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BRING ON THE FEELS |

In their native Icelandic, Sigur 
Ros means “victory rose.” That phrase, 
elegant in its simplicity and connoting 
awe-inspiring grandeur, perfectly sums 
up the sound of the band’s ecstatically 
beautiful guitar music. 

As a genre descriptor, “post-rock” 
seems to have snobbishness baked 
right into it. One envisions the arche- 
typical record store clerk pushing his 
black-frame glasses up the bridge of 
his nose with tattooed arms, sighing 
as he explains how Tortoise’s com- 
plex polyrhythmic structures create 
heightened tension and exemplify 
direct through-lines from classical 
minimalism and jazz ... and so on. 
And yet: “post-rock” is handy indeed, 
a perfect way of describing bands like 
the aforementioned Tortoise, God- 
speed You! Black Emperor, Mogwai, 
and Sigur Ros, one of the genre’s 


most iconic acts. 

The band debuted in 1997 with 
Von, an album of muted experimental 
rock that owed a great deal to the 
shoegaze legends of the ’90s. It’s a 
good record that holds up well, but it 
sounds decidedly simplistic in light of 
the bigger, bolder sound that defined 
Sigur Ros later on. 

That sound was codified with 
their second album, Ageetis Byrjun, 
an epochal record of long, languid 
orchestral rock songs whose monu- 
mental impact is hard to overstate. 
Think about the kind of sappy, sac- 
charine music, designed to blatantly 
tug at the heartstrings, that’s all over 
soundtracks for film, TV shows, and 
commercials. This music wouldn't 
exist were it not for Agetis Byrjun, 
which created its blueprint. 

Make no mistake, though: Ageetis 
Byrjun is a flawless, timeless album. 
A record so intensely imbued with 


emotion is rare. If you want to 
know what it’s like to yearn, you 
could hardly do worse than listen to 
Agcetis Byrjun. 

In fact, Sigur Rds’ music is like 
an emotional tabula rasa: It seems 
to contain all of human experience 
within it. Happiness, sadness, love, 
heartbreak, triumph, loss — it’s all 
there, often in the same song. Their 
lyrics, almost always in Icelandic 
— and sometimes in Vonlenska, a 
gibberish language made up by the 
band — compound this effect: Singer 
Jonsi Birgisson’s voice is like a mir- 
ror, reflecting back to listeners what 
they wish to see in it. (Unless they 
speak Icelandic, that is.) 

But when a band writes an album 
as tremendous as Ageetis Byrjun, 
there always looms the problem of 
the follow-up. Sigur Rds handled this 
remarkably well with their 2002 al- 
bum, called () — whose tracks are all 
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untitled — a record similar in mood 
to Ageetis, except even more overt- 
ly emotional. Their fourth album, 
Takk..., followed a similar trajectory. 
They didn’t sit still, however. Al- 
bum five, Med Sud I Eyrum Vid Spilum 
Endalaust, engages with folksier, 
lighter-hearted sounds. Then came 
Valtari, a moody ambient record that 
reduced the Sigur Ros recipe to its 
elementals. On their most recent 
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album, Kveikur, the band became a 
three-piece and flirted with up-front 
sounds, emphasizing the “rock” in 
“post-rock.” 

Nearly 20 years on, Sigur Ros re- 
main one of the world’s singular rock 


bands.

IT’S FULL OF STARS! 


Despite the fact that Stanley Kubrick’s 
epic 2001: A Space Odyssey was re- 
leased before humans stepped on the 
moon, it remains one of the most im- 
portant and influential science-fiction 
movies of all time. Conveyed largely 
without dialogue — though the lines de- 
livered by the nefarious computer H.A.L. 
9000 remain haunting — 2001 is a visual 
symphony that unfolds in four acts, link- 
ing humanity’s evolution from apes to its 
future leap in consciousness.

FACTORY GIRLS 


Primarily known as a Pop Art painter 
and a bewigged, quotable socialite, Andy 
Warhol also made more than 60 films in 
the 1960s and was praised for his inno- 
vations in that arena. Many of his films 
featured figures from his Factory — dec- 
adent, self-absorbed party people who 
became alluring in front of Warhol's 
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camera. A pairing of two such films pro- 
vides a chance to see Warhol's of- 
ten-overlooked filmmaking talent and 
ahead-of-its-time technique. Outer and 
Inner Space, containing a two-reel 
double-screen projection, is a black-and- 
silvery film-and-video portrait, and an 
early example of video art, in which 
doomed Factory superstar Edie Sedgwick 
converses with her own image.

DANCES WITHROOTS 


Hula has always been about more than 
smiling young women in grass skirts, 
and Na Lei Hulu | Ka Wekiu has long 
devoted itself to demonstrating the 
dance form’s roots and moves. Founded 
in 1985 by Hawaii-born choreographer 
Patrick Makuakane, the local company 
presents hula in full theatrical mode. 
Uniquely, it performs not only tradi- 
tional Polynesian hula but also a 
Makuakane style called hula mua, which 
combines traditional dance with West- 
ern music forms. About 20 years ago, the 
company stirred the dance world with 
The Natives Are Restless, a multimedia 
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dance drama exploring the history, sur- 
vival, and resurgence of hula, along with 
the challenges it has experienced, includ- 
ing 19th-century Christian missionaries 
and 20th-century tourist-attraction ex- 
ploitation. The updated show contains 
15 new choreographic pieces, live music 
from the Hawaiian duo Kupaoa, and top- 
ics such as imperialism, sovereignty, oc- 
cupation, resistance, and new 
generations talking about identity and 
independence. The performance coin- 
cides with the release of Constance 
Hale’s book about hula and Patrick 
Makuakane, also called The Natives Are 
Restless.

UNDER PRESSURE 


For those without a firm grip on world history — most of us, basically — the 
annexation of Crimea in 2014 by Russia was an outrageous violation of inter- 
national law, clean and simple. However, the history of the region is anything 
but. Prior to its independence 25 years ago, Ukraine has achieved self-rule only 
once in the last 400 years. Between Catherine the Great, when Ukrainian terri- 
tories were absorbed by Russia, and 1921, when Joseph Stalin deported all its 
Muslim Tatars, ethnic Ukrainians faced cultural repression, indoctrination, 
and forcible relocation. During the intervening years — as long as the U.S. has 
been a nation — the country has been populated by generations of Russians, 
leading to what is now a deeply divided nation. Having visited the area more 
than 65 times, Herman Pirchner, Jr., president of the American Foreign Policy 
Council, has a unique perspective, and his 2004 book Reviving Greater Russia: 
The Future of Russia's Borders with Belarus, Georgia, Kazakhstan, Moldova, and 
Ukraine has proven prescient. In his talk, Why Russia and the Ukraine 
Fight, Pirchner marries historical perspective with current political motiva- 
tions.

Nearly 100 tribes have joined 
the Standing Rock Sioux in pro- 
test against the Dakota Access 
pipeline, a project that would 
move 500,000 barrels of crude 
oil across sacred lands and un- 
der the Mississippi River, which 
supplies drinking water to more 
than 17 million people. A 2013 
survey by the Center for Biolog- 
ical Diversity reveals a signifi- 
cant pipeline accident occurs 
every 30 hours in this country, 
so while protesters have been 
arrested, pepper-sprayed, and 
attacked by dogs, their numbers 
continue to swell.

Hiroshi Sugimoto breathes new life into decayed American movie palaces.

It’s 1978, and photographer Hi- 


roshi Sugimoto pays for a ticket to see a 
movie at the Walker Theatre in Brooklyn. 
The theater is one of many ornate movie 
palaces that American businessmen built 
in the 1920s when, fresh from the horrors 
of World War I, the U.S. economy was 
roaring, and audiences wanted venues 
steeped in grandeur and opulence. The 
Walker Theatre is still a marvel in the late 
’70s, its interior swathed with latticework, 
columns, and overhangs that seem cov- 
ered in jewels. But the crowds are already 
thinning, and when Sugimoto arrives, the 
ticket-taker doesn’t realize this new pa- 
tron is sneaking in a large-format camera. 
Sugimoto goes to the balcony, sets 
up his camera, and just before the film 
starts, opens the shutter — which lets 
in all the available light. He keeps the 
shutter open at the widest aperture 
for the next two hours, closing it only 
when the movie ends. ‘The result is a 
time-compressed, black-and-white im- 
age that shows a glowing screen anda 
theater — without people — bathed in 
the shadows of that same luminescence. 
Moody and unforgettable, Sugimoto’s 
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image of the Walker Theatre becomes 
part of a series of similar theater setups 
that help establish Sugimoto as a cre- 
ator of scenes imbued with profound 
meaning. 

Here’s the thing: The Walker Theatre 
doesn’t exist anymore, shuttering in 
1988 to become what is now a dis- 
count women’s clothing store that gets 
derogatory reviews on social media 
because of its service and upkeep (“a 
horrible experience,” wrote one recent 
reviewer). And Sugimoto himself has 
moved on. Now, he’s photographing 
movie palaces that are in a limbo state 
of disrepair and abandonment — places 
like the Paramount Theater in Newark, 
N.J., that have been unused for decades 
while they wait for development; or 
places like the Michigan Theater in 
Detroit, whose once-grand husk exists 
only as part of a parking garage. 

Taking the same kind of time-com- 
pressed images he did before, Sugimoto 
makes the old spaces glow again by 
projecting films onto their crumbled 
screens (or putting up temporary 
screens himself). In these new pho- 
tos — on display at San Francisco’s 
Fraenkel Gallery — decay and blight

intersect with new heavenly light. 

Like some kind of photographic god, 
Sugimoto is bringing the past back to 
life, even if those excavations stir up 
bittersweet feelings of nostalgia or even 
pain. 

On the surface, “Hiroshi Sugimoto: 
Remains to Be Seen” is about the death 
of historic single-screen theaters, but 
Sugimoto’s work is always about more 
than the literal surface of his camera’s 
gaze. In other series, Sugimoto has 
devoted considerable time to scenes 
of flickering candles, lightning fields, 
seascapes, horizons, and waxed figures 
of Fidel Castro, Yasser Arafat, and the 
scene of a hanging. His photography 
asks people to contemplate mortality 
and transcendence and humanity’s 
search for higher truths. Time — the 
passage of time, the vagaries of time, 
the reconciliation of time — is an un- 
derlying theme. 

“They are all interrelated concep- 
tually,” Sugimoto, 68, has said of his 
projects. 

In popular culture, Sugimoto may be 
best known for U2’s use of his seascape 
image for the band’s 2009 release, No 
Line on the Horizon. Among Sugimoto’s 
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the Beach, which stars Gregory Peck as 
a submarine commander in search of 
survivors in San Francisco and else- 
where. The end could be near, that film 
suggests, but life goes on as people still 
search for love and meaning. Theaters 
like the Paramount once provided an 
elegant escape from the “real world.” 
With Sugimoto’s latest photo series, 
that role has become discombobulated. 
There is no escape. At least for the time 
being. 


At her solo art exhibition at Jen- 
kins Johnson Gallery, Sadie Barnette 
steps back from her own life — and from 
that of her father, Rodney Barnette, who 
founded the Black Panthers’ Compton, 
Calif., chapter — and gives it a big-picture 
perspective and a very small one. 

We see pages of formerly secret FBI 
files that target her father for his ac- 
tivity in the Panthers, and which Sadie 
Barnette has since tinged with pink and 
black. We see a yellowing 1971 letter 
that Rodney Barnette wrote about his 
support for Angela Davis, who was then 
facing trial for her alleged involvement 
in a Marin County courtroom shooting 
that left four people dead. And we see 
photos of families and friends who link 

~<a both Rodney and Sadie Barnette to par- 
4 ticular neighborhoods in Oakland and 
ee Compton. 

“Sadie Barnette: From Here” features 
iterations of work that she also has in 
“All Power to the People: Black Panthers 
at 50,” the exhibit at the Oakland Mu- 
seum of California that examines the 
Panthers’ history and social impact. 
With her art, Barnette zeroes in on the 
joy and humor that exists in political 
families — or at least in hers. “Dear 
1968,” she writes in one framed work, 
“Love 1984.” The first year is a key year 
in the Panthers’ existence. The second 
year is the year she was born — the 
daughter of people who were grounded 
in the Panthers’ philosophies but also 
many others, including what she calls 
“disco idealism.” Nice. 


many honors is the Hasselblad Foun- 
dation International Award in Photog- 
raphy, an annual prize worth 1 million 
Swiss kroner (about $115,000) that has 
also been given to Ansel Adams, Henri 
Cartier-Bresson, Cindy Sherman, and 
Sebastiao Salgado. 

Sugimoto’s photos at Fraenkel 
Gallery are all 5-feet-by-6-feet — big 
enough to envelop the art-goer and 
bring people into the figurative last 
rows of these once-great theaters. The 
“remains” in the exhibit’s title can be 
thought of either as the noun that 
means “dead parts” or as the verb 
that’s a synonym for defiantly sticking 
around. It may be both. Death and life 
are intertwined, linked in photos that 
reduce a cinema screening into a single 
image. 

The distinct ravages of neglect 
and time are everywhere in “Hiroshi 
Sugimoto: Remains to Be Seen,” and 
some of the theaters look like they’ve 
been bombed. To create the glowing 
effect, Sugimoto chose different films 
for different theaters. At New Jersey’s 
decimated Paramount Theater, Sugimo- 
to screened a 1959 film about nuclear 
war and its desperate aftermath, On

The three women in the Clarion 
Alley mural In Memory Of are familiar to 
anyone steeped in Iranian literary his- 
tory. 

Simin Daneshvar, Simin Behbahani, 
and Forough Farrokhzad are iconic 
figures in Iran, known for their poetry 
and fiction. In the West, Behbahani 
may be the best known: She was nomi- 
nated for the Nobel Prize in 1997, and 
in 2008 was named the first recipient 
of Stanford’s Bita Prize for Literature 
and Freedom. She was affectionately 
called “the lioness of Iran.” 

Iranian-born artists Shaghayegh 
Cyrous and Keyvan Shovir, who are 
partners, put up In Memory Of in the 
summer of 2015, after creating an ear- 
lier Clarion Alley work that portrayed 
writers and artists imprisoned in Iran. 

Cyrous, 29, came to the United 
States to attend art school just after 
the 2009-10 political protests that 





College of Arts. She and Shovir live in 
Walnut Creek. 

“Things changed because of the 
Green Movement. It was a challenging 
time,’ she says of the Iran protests that 
developed after President Mahmoud 
Ahmadinejad’s disputed 2009 re-elec- 
tion. 

“T don’t have a choice,” she says 
about going back to Iran or staying 
in the United States. “T really like the 
Bay Area because people are more 
open-minded, and there’s a great diver- 
sity. ’'m enjoying here but also missing 
home.” 

Cyrous’ work in Clarion Alley and 
on other public projects has helped 
alleviate her uprootedness, and it’s 
prompted her to speak with people not 
only about her art, but about Iran. “I 
didn’t have experience of different cul- 
tures, to get to know them,” she says 
about her life in Iran. “Having conver- 
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sations and learning about other peo- 
ple — I realized that we are all kind of 
the same.” — Jonathan Curiel

The night I realized I was catch- 
ing feelings for my new boo, we had 
gathered together a small coven of kinky 
witch types — a crew of lifestyle lesbian 
dominatrixes and their genderqueer sub- 
missives — for the Satanic ritual known 
as a Black Mass. My girlfriend grew up 
Catholic, while I am a second-generation 
witch, so in terms of our religious values, 
Satanism seemed like a good way for us 
to meet in the middle. 

It helps that our individual paths 
have somehow led us both to fetishize 
the rituals, aesthetics, and themes of 
religious practices — although our 
spiritual beliefs themselves are de- 
cidedly post-modern, if you really get 
down to it. 

When she became a professional 
dominatrix, she chose the name Bella 
Bathory, a nod to the 15th-century 
countess Elizabeth Bathory, who was 
of Transylvanian descent and 
who to this day retains the 
world record for most 
murders — among 
women, anyway — 
having seduced 
and slain up to 
650 girls before 
her death in 
1614. 

For me, this 
is evidence that 
this girl could 
be the one — if I 
believed in that sort 
of thing. When she 
asked if I would act as 
a human altar for the ritual 
she was organizing, my face lit up like 
the heart-eyed emoji. 

I was finishing up a radio show that 
evening, as the full moon was rising. I 
booked it as fast as I could to the ritual 
site — our friend’s walk-up apartment 
— and disrobed. 

There were brownies and Cham- 
pagne for fuel, and my blonde bomb- 
shell girlfriend was decked out in 
red Agent Provocateur lingerie that 
criss-crossed her chest in the shape of 
a pentagram, framing her décolletage 
perfectly. A fine black velvet robe lined 
in red satin and Louboutin heels com- 
pleted the outfit. 

“This is Barbie Satanism,” she said, 
spraying a pentagram onto the hard- 
wood floor from a can of Reddi-wip 
before squirting some into her red lip- 
stick-lined mouth. 

We put Marilyn Manson on in the 
background, and I lay before her naked 
on the couch, a goblet of Champagne 
balanced carefully on my rib cage. I 
steadied my breath, making it shallow 
and unobtrusive — as if I were feigning 
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death onstage. The stakes were high; 
my life had been threatened if I spilled 
even an ounce on the new furniture. 

I felt a twinge of panic in my belly 
when they began talking about the 
“sacrifice.” I grew up in the wake of the 
1980s Satanic panic, and for the brief- 
est moment, I questioned how well I 
really knew my new girlfriend — and 
considered the tiny possibility that she 
was about to actually murder me and 
drink my blood. 

As I lay there basking in the deli- 
cious space between arousal and fear, 

I worried that I was in over my head. 
News headlines flashed behind my 
eyes. Whore Next Door Slaughtered 
in Lesbian Cult’s Satanic Ritual” could 
spark a new wave of concerned citizens 
reporting every graffiti pentagram they 
spot to local authorities. 

Black Mass is more of a parody of 
a Catholic mass than anything else; a 
ritual of non-conformity, celebrating 
the values of individualism, self deter- 
mination, and indulgence. 

But contrary to what concerned 
mothers of 1990s America would have 

folks believe, it turns 
out Satanism has 
nothing to do with 
kidnapping, drug 
abuse, the sacrifice 
of animals, or chil- 
dren. Or sex colum- 
nists. 

Bella covered 
my body in in tiny, 
tasteless Commu- 
nion wafers that 
felt like butterfly 
wings, and each 

member of our 
make-shift Barbie 
coven came forward 
cf to kneel and take one 
* in their mouth. When the 


ing up the whipped-cream pentagram, 
we all erupted into giggles, and Bella 
devoured my mouth in a bloodthirsty 
kiss. 

The headquarters of the Church of 
Satan once resided right here in San 
Francisco, in an adorable single-family 
home at California Street and 23rd Av- 
enue known as the Black House.

Just in time for our nation to decide 
who will get the nuclear launch codes 
comes Robert Kenner’s documentary 
Command and Control, which asks a 
question almost too terrifying to con- 
template: How have none of the nuclear 
weapons built during the Cold War ever 
gone off accidentally? The answer turns 
out to be the dumbest of dumb luck. 
Based on Eric Schlosser’s nonfiction 
book of the same name, the picture fo- 
cuses on one very bad night in 1980 at 
the Damascus, Ark., missile silo when a 
socket fell out of a worker’s wrench. It 
punctured the fuel tank of a Titan I 
missile that was carrying the most 
powerful nuclear warhead ever built, 
and filled the facility with toxic, highly 
flammable gas that could have ex- 
ploded at any minute — and holy shit, 
it’s a wonder that humanity has sur- 
vived this long, considering all the 
technological terrors we've constructed 
and believe we can tame. (See also Alex 
Gibney’s recent Zero Days.) Damascus 
was not an entirely isolated incident; 
Command and Control the movie isn’t 
able to go into as much detail as the 
book, but we’re told smaller-scale acci- 
dents happen all the time, and while 
providence and built-in safeties have 
prevented nuclear explosions, it’s a 
mathematical certainty that one of the 
70,000 warheads will go off sooner or 
later. Sleep well, America! Sherilyn

Desierto 
Rated R. 
Opens Friday at the Metreon. 
Jeffrey Dean Morgan (The Walking 
Dead) made an unexpected transition 
from playing supporting characters and 
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sensitive ghosts (Weeds, Grey’s Anat- 
omy) to starring roles as ultra-macho 
bad guys. The turning point was his 
role as the Comedian, an amoral super- 
hero, in Watchmen from 2009. In Desi- 
erto, he plays Sam, an extension of that 
man’s rotten soul. More than villainous, 
his sole purpose is to hunt Latinos to 
their death as they cross into the United 
States. Or as he puts it after gunning 
several of them down, “Welcome to the 
Land of the Free.” Sam also has a racist 
dog named Tracker who runs as fast as 
Krypto the Superdog. Together, they 
grimly pursue Gael Garcia Bernal 
through the Baja Californian desert. 
But Sam isn’t really human — he’s 
merely a stand-in for all of America’s 
evil bigotry, and director Jonas Cuarén 
allows Morgan’s performance to de- 
volve into campy histrionics. This cen- 
tral misconception of the antagonist 
empties the film of its pathos. Instead 
of going after our sympathies, Cuaron 
settles for making a demented gamer’s 
kill space. There is a stylistic parallel 
here with Breaking Bad's use of the des- 
ert to reflect a character’s spiritual des- 
olation. But you'll have to re-watch 
Alejandro Ifiarritu’s Babel if you're 
looking for a film to make the agony of 
that border crossing feel real.

gawa) and American diplomat Kayoko 
Ann Patterson (Satomi Ishihara) work 
with the military and the government to 
stop him.

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LIFTING A CURSE, WITH KARAAGE

As muchas I like octopus, brussels 
sprouts, and cocoa nibs, we do not need 
these things to appear on every menu. If 
you feel similarly — about these ingredi- 
ents or its other constant friends — con- 
sider Nomica, a sushi-less 
Franco-Japanese restaurant from the 
team behind Sausalito’s famed Sushi Ran, 
along with chef Hiroo Nagahara of Chica- 
go's even-more- 

famed Charlie Trotter. And let me just 
make my personal preferences clear right 
at the top by saying that, beyond cephalo- 
pods and brassicas, I like bizarre and I dis- 
like cutesy. So Nomica — whose 
faux-Asian name combines the first let- 
ters of Noe Valley, Mission, and Castro — 
is right up my alley. 

Apart from the merits of any one 
particular item, this restaurant deserves 
credit for its willingness to take risks. 
Even things that manifestly do not 
work have a certain valiance to them, 
such as a plate of three shigoku oysters 
($12) that come with kanzuri granita. 
Kanzuri is a chili paste that ferments 
in the snow, so I grok the concept, 
but I still don’t ever want to eat an al- 
most-frozen oyster (and one so cold it 
neutralized the chili, anyway). The other 
genuine failure was a coconut parfait 
dessert ($10), an incomprehensible 
amalgam of tapioca, peanuts, and more 
granita over microgreens that tasted 
like little more than unripe tomato. 

But the good outweighs the bad, 
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particularly whenever mushrooms are 
involved, as in the “laminated brioche” 
($12). These three maximally flaky 
pastries, like chambered nautiluses, 
come filled with a duxelles of shiitake 
and koji, and a buttery blob of whipped 
jidori egg yolk inside. (I thought that 
last bit was a coup; my dinner date 

said it went overboard. We argued at 
length.) Significantly less fatty was a 
seaweed salad ($9) with pine nut butter, 
radishes, crispy buckwheat, and at least 
four or five different types of seaweed. 
It’s small, but too flavorful and plotted 
out to be a mere pal- 

ate-sharpener; it felt like

beer waffle ($22). Karaage is a sauce 
typically made with garlic, ginger, soy 
sauce, and cooking sake, usually applied 
in modest amounts onto cubed chicken. 
Nomica’s menu lists matcha butter and 
truffle maple as its buddies, but omits 
the bowls of mustard aioli and the tur- 
meric-coated daikon that make it more 
like Korean fried chicken — with a waf- 
fle. These chicken cubes are big enough 
to require being cut into eight smaller 
ones, and having done so, I stared at 
what was in front of me. Matcha butter 
on the waffle made the most sense,

Entrees followed a 
similar high-risk, high-reward scheme. 
A black miso lamb chop (a bit steep at 
$36) was well-cooked but overly made 
up, so saucy it felt like it really wanted 
to be a plate of ribs. Grilled fish ($28), 
with vegetable ash, trumpet mush- 
rooms, and savoy cabbage, was extraor- 
dinary, its skin crackling over a helping 
of quinoa that was sweet and robust. 

But for the best example of risk-tak- 
ing, inspect the karaage chicken and 


were hungering for 

soul food with a lit- 
tle twist, you might feel otherwise. 

Cocktails were hit or miss, though 

mostly in the execution and not in the 
concept. The Floating World ($12) was 
a magnificent combination of Awamori, 
the Okinawan rice spirit, and gentian, 
with two chrysanthemum petals skim- 
ming the surface. The Flower & Snake 
($12) was more of a drowned world, a 
thin, faint Negroni. Ditto the whiskey- 
rose-and-citrus Sakura Hi-Ball ($12), 


which also arrived as if it had sat in the 
cocktail shaker for several minutes, 
although the sakura leaf stuck vertically 
to the glass was a nice touch. But the 
best of the lot was the Stray Cat Rock 
($12), which the bartender recommend- 
ed because it was National Feral Cat 
Day. That’s actually Sunday, Oct. 16, but 
hey, this mix of Cognac, shiitake, carpa- 
no, sherry, Kiimmel liqueur, and rose- 
mary was worth a seductive fib. Umami 
cocktails must prevail! 

I’ve written before that while the 
Castro dining scene has improved 
tremendously, a lot of it due to its prox- 
imity to the Mission and to Divisadero 
Street, there’s a ways to go — and not 
just because of one eccentric commer- 
cial landlord who owns many vacant 
storefronts and seems happy to keep 
them that way. Nomica illustrates the 
other part of the problem. For good or 
for ill, the Mission just does a better job 
of integrating its food culture with its 
drinking culture, while the much-small- 
er Castro is a neighborhood to which a 
lot of visitors come to get wasted and 
throw away their inhibitions. No shame 
there, but it does put pressure on 
restaurants to maintain a party atmo- 
sphere, and that can have an effect ona 
food-focused place. 

Since 2223 Market St. has now been 
home to four restaurants in less than 
five years, the question to ask is: What 
made all the previous places go wrong? I 
don’t think it’s the space itself, which is 
smartly divided with room for large par- 
ties and two-tops by the bar, although 
a cul-de-sac of tables in the front feels 
overcrowded. Nomica plays good music 
at a good volume, too, but the Japanese 
interior is austere and serene, and the 
food may be too challenging to appeal 
to buzzed people spilling out of bars. (1 
doubt a $100 whole chicken in brioche 
that requires 24 hours’ notice will get 
many takers, either.) I hope it thrives, 
and avoids the fate of its predecessors 
as well as of the other cursed space just 
up the block — 2251 Market, which 
had been home to a rapidly changing 
cycle of Korean restaurants, and which 
is right now being transformed into 
Ryan Scott’s Finn Town. There’s another 
unlucky address across Sanchez Street, 
too: the triangular building that Bagdad 
Cafe, SliderBar, and Ovok called home 
and which is now the seven-month- 
old Castro Republic. In other words, 
it’s a rough neighborhood, and, well, 
risk-taking is risky. But may the hex be 
lifted, starting here.

A Scullery Worth 
Eating In

The word “scullery” brings to 
mind Mrs. Patmore carping at Daisy to 
scrub some bowls in the early seasons of 
Downton Abbey. But in the Tenderloin, 
they're more likely to be associated with 
McQuade’s chutney, cold brew nitro, and 
light fixtures made of rulers. 

A project by the same couple 
— Sharon and Jason Lindley — who 
own Bacchus Kirk, a Tendernob bar 
three blocks up and two over — this 
Scullery is a British cafe serving a vari- 
ety of coffees and toasts. (There is Five 
Mountains Tea as well, as befits a U.K. 
establishment, and kombucha, too. 
But this being San Francisco, coffee is 
paramount.) 

No matter how many times I re- 
mind myself that Welsh rarebit is just 
fancy, open-faced grilled cheese, it re- 
tains that ineradicable whiff of Anglo- 
philic sophistication. Here, it’s $7, and 
made with aged farmhouse cheddar, 
and chutney and ham are available as 
add-ons. Go for the full monty, and get 
it with spicy tomato chutney. You have 
options, though. Many of them are 
spicier than the average product from 
the British Isles, like habanero pome- 
granate or raspberry chipotle jelly. 

And if rarebit’s not your bag, there’s 
also avocado toast with garlic oil, rock 
salt, and pepper; smoked trout toast 
with cream cheese, lemon, and olive 
oil; and spicy PB&J and AB&J. (That’s 
almond butter, FYI.) Or just strip it 
to the bare essentials and get it with 
cinnamon sugar or salted butter. Plus 
there are pastries from nearby Jane on 
Larkin.

Although the walls are lined with 
shelves and eight or so stools, Scullery 

is so small there isn’t even a table, 
making it mostly a to-go kind of place 
that will likely serve the immediate 
neighborhood. And the ceiling fixtures 
are Edison bulbs ensconced in “export 
quality” wooden rulers, like staves of a 
barrel, which is a nice touch. 

Even though there’s no swifter 
route to feeling lonely and depressed 
than eating over the sink, you're likely 
to walk away satiated and happy after 
eating in this Scullery.

in the Excelsior, a dive bar where the 
restroom is plastered in spreads from 
PG-13 nudie mags from the middle of 
the last century. 

EatGordaEat’s conceit is simple, 
and very sweet: All four courses on 
the menu correspond to a genera- 
tion in her family. It starts with her 
great-grandma’s bacalaitos, or codfish 
fritters, and little empanadas made 
with picadillo and olive brine. Mai- 
sonet’s grandma — who raised her as 
she grew up in the Delta, passed away 
a year ago, and for whom the pop-up 
is named — is represented by carne 
guisada, a rice-and-curry dish made 
with braised pork, pumpkin, anda 
stew known as sofrito. Her mother’s 
ensalada de guineo (a bracing and deli- 
cious salad of pickled bananas, bacalao, 
avocado, and onion) is next, followed 
by her own brazo gitano cake, a sugary 
confection of coco rico, pineapple, 
walnuts and caramel with an almond 
cookie. The Oct. 16 dinner has already 
sold out. 

Beyond the pleasures of cooking 
for others, Maisonet’s objective is to 
broaden the reach of her culinary her- 
itage. There just isn’t a lot of Puerto 
Rican food to be had in San Francisco, 
apart from Parada 22 in the Upper 
Haight (and a few dishes at Cha Cha 
Cha next door). 

“Soul Food in San Rafael, that’s 
the darling that everybody loves. They 
have two locations,” Maisonet says. 
“Oakland has Borinquen Soul, which 
used to be a truck, but now they’re 
working out of a liquor store in East 
Oakland.” 

Working from a list of places in 
Northern California she’s compiled, 
she cites El Coqui in Santa Rosa and 
a place in Yountville. (The list is part 
of the overall project, which Maisonet 
hopes will include a full cookbook that 
expands on the “cookbook-let” she 
already self-published via Kickstarter.) 
In such a climate, sourcing ingredients 
can be a challenge. 

“It hasn't been easy,” she says, 

“but I’ve eventually been able to find 
the things that I need. I have to go to 
several different markets. If I want 
cularto, a cilantro that grows wild in 
Puerto Rico 

, [have to go to the Southeast Asian 
markets, and if I want bacalao, I have 
to go to the specialty market in Oak- 
land.” 

And on top of toiling in a near-vac- 
uum, she has to contend with the 
lingering misconception that Puerto 
Rican food is basically Mexican food 
from a Caribbean island. 

“T hear that people do think Puerto 
Ricans eat tortillas,” she says. “I hear 
that on a regular basis.” — PLK

The idea that a malevolent look 
— or aread, or shade — could propel you 
or your loved ones into a world of hurt is 
enough to drive a person to drink. 

The belief in the power of the evil 
eye is strongest around the Medi- 
terranean, but it’s found in cultures 
worldwide. In other words, just about 
everybody gets spooked by a veiny, 
jaundiced oculus. Some people in India 
put black eyeliner on babies to ward it 
away. You can go the goth-infant route, 
or you can make your way to Evil Eye 
in the Mission, in the cavernous space 
where Coco Frio used to be. There, the 
husband-and-wife team of Matt and 
Piper Norris have created a welcoming 
bar stuffed with bric-a-brac (and fab 
glassware, much of it their personal 
collection) to ward off any hostile juju. 

If you caught the “Jews on Vinyl” 
exhibit at the Contemporary Jewish 
Museum some years back, you'll get 
the vibe. There are lots of rugs, illumi- 
nated stained-glass, weathered leather 
chairs, couches with mismatched 
throw pillows, and tabletops made 
from brass trays and redwood slabs. If 
the place isn’t hopping, it might feel a 
little too large, but you'll never want 
for a comfy seat in which to drink one 
of three punch bowls, large-format 
cocktails meant for group sipping. At 
$50 each, they’re not necessarily for 
the most mundane of happy hours, 
but they’re grouped around different 
spirits, like gin (with lime, cucumber, 
and absinthe), mezcal and rum (with 
grapefruit and amaro), and rye (with 
lemon, spice, sherry, and ginger). 

Otherwise, the cocktail list is cleft 
in three, categorized under “citrus,” 
“booze,” and “classic,” all in the $10- 
$13 range. “Booze” gets the most 
creative, with a Padrino made from 
brown-butter-and-sage-infused scotch, 
applejack, amaretto, and bitters — 
but even those classics contain some 
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Cobra’s Negroni

obscurities, like a sherry cobbler (with 
pluot oloroso, bourbon, lemon, pineap- 
ple gomme, and bitters). It’s definitely 
a cocktail lounge, too, as there are but 
four draft beers listed, with a smatter- 
ing of bottles and cans, and a wine list 
in the high single digits. 

Francis Hogan is Evil Eye’s consult- 
ing chef, and his menu is heavy on the 
bar snackies. You'll find pimenton fries 
with harissa ketchup and roasted garlic 
aioli, beet-pickled deviled eggs, and 
two tops of popcorn (savory furikake 
and sweet caramel corn with peanuts). 
There’s an entire category devoted to 
toast, running from pork belly to bo- 
querones (with tomato, pickled raisin, 
and parsley) to Brokaw avocado with 
roasted root vegetable, a crunchy seed 
blend, and carrot greens. 

Ice cream from Humphry Slo- 
combe goes into a “boozy shake” (a 
milkshake blended with bourbon and 
season fruits) and into cinnamon ap- 
ple bread pudding, and cheese comes 
from Mission Cheese. But if you want 
something with heft and nutrition 
alike, there’s a chickpea slider with 
arugula, bell pepper-almond relish, and 
harissa yogurt, as well as a dish of fried 
cauliflower with cotija, lemon, and 
guajillo chile aioli. (If you don’t think 
that one’s healthy enough, you should 
hush your mouth and eat your vegeta- 
bles before some phantom stares you 
down with one eyebrow arched.) And 
there are wings. In this case, they’re 
Vietnamese savory caramel chicken 
wings with cilantro, lime, and peanuts 
— essentially a chicken banh mi minus 
the baguette. 

In other words, Evil Eye has covered 
all its bases to avoid spiritual contami- 
nants and the possibility of dissatisfied 
patrons alike. If you find that you're 
still getting pulled through tree trunks 
into the Upside Down or that occult 
ectoplasm continues to manifest on 
the ceiling above your bed, you may 
need to visit an eye-washing station 
with a young priest, an old priest, 
and a pious Sicilian widow, and chug 
brown-butter-and-sage-infused scotch 
for 15 seconds.

“I’m totally nervous,” Minna 
Choi says from her Russian Hill apart- 
ment. 

For the last eight years, Choi has 
been leading San Francisco’s ever-ex- 
panding Magik*Magik Orchestra, 
which has collaborated with some of 
the world’s biggest bands — like Wee- 
zer, Death Cab for Cutie, Nick Cave 
& the Bad Seeds, and Third Eye Blind 
— and on some of America’s biggest 
stages — Outside Lands, L.A.’s Walt 
Disney Concert Hall, and New York’s 
Beacon Theatre. And now Choi, who 
usually arranges and conducts for the 
orchestra, has added another skill to 
her repertoire: lead singer. 

Which is why she’s currently freak- 
ing out. 

“T love to sing, but I’m super 
self-conscious,’ says Choi, whose debut 
solo album, Magik*Magik, comes out 
Friday, Oct. 14. “It’s going to be scary, 
like jumping into the deep end.” 

Since 2014, Choi has been working 
on the album in between leading the 


orchestra and working as a church 
choir director. The idea to create it, she 
says, came in 2013 after a lunch date 
with Chris Walla, the former guitarist 
and producer for Death Cab for Cutie, 
who asked her if she'd ever thought 
about making her own record. His 
question got Choi thinking about her 
musical goals beyond simply arranging 
compositions for the orchestra. 

“After eight years of that, you think, 
‘Who am I? Do I even have a voice of 
my own?’ ” she says. 

Invigorated by the idea of search- 
ing for her own voice, Choi sublet her 
Russian Hill apartment and spent the 
following two months in Los Angeles 
attending what she calls a “songwriting 
bootcamp.” Five days a week, she met 
with her producer Nathan Johnson 
every morning and presented him 
with her completed homework from 
the night before: bits and pieces of 
songs, such as choruses, string hooks, 
and bass riffs. Though she’s used to 
working on deadlines for Magik*Magik 
Orchestra, her experience in L.A. was 
very different and grueling. 
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“What was foreign to me about 
these particular two months was 
having to reach so much deeper emo- 
tionally to write an original song,” she 
says. “That process of digging through 
the dirt to get back down to that older 
memory and making it feel real and 
fresh again, that was way harder than 
I thought it was going to be. I severely 
underestimated how vulnerable the 
process is.” 

Over the course of 10 tracks, Choi 
charts the devolution of a relationship 
that ended three years ago, an expe- 
rience that she says didn’t embarrass 
or bother her because “I’m totally over 
that emotional hump.” The result, 
recorded at John Vanderslice’s Tiny 
Telephone in the Mission, as well as at 
a studio in Williamsburg, Brooklyn, is 
a glitchy electro-pop record rife with 
string instruments and synthesizers. 

In “Front of the Line,” an explosive 
number reminiscent of the Icelandic 
singer Bjork, Choi is a fighter, acting as 
the aggressor in the tail end of her ro- 
mance because “your love ain’t enough 
this time.”

But throughout the course of the 
album, Choi also peels back her tough 
front, revealing her sensitive core. 

In the stripped-down ballad “Laugh 

a Lot,” which features alt-R&B artist 
How to Dress Well, Choi ditches the 
lush instrumentals and her usual silky 
falsetto for a simple piano tune anda 
more plaintive tone, intoning to her 
ex: “Kiss me, name me, show me off / 
Fool me, save me, make it stop.” 

With Magik*Magik, Choi did more 
than just expose her past and dig up 
old emotions: After years of writing for 
others, she finally accomplished her 
mission of creating something entirely 
for and by herself. Choi may have felt 
as if her voice was buried underneath 
the work of others back in 2013, but 
now that it’s at the forefront, she 
deserves your complete, undivided 
attention.

Andrew Weatherall, the 
quintessential “DJ’s DJ,” a lifelong 
crate digger with a penchant for 
weird and hazy disco, punkish electro, 
and dreamy acid house and whose list 
of contributions to dance music writ 
large seems neverending, is coming 
to the Bay. 

Weatherall’s a guru of all things

Those following the travails of 
international nightclub culture will surely 
know the fate of Fabric, the London super- 
club recently shuttered by the government 
ostensibly for “encouraging a culture of 
drugs” — a load of bollocks (to use the 
vernacular) if ever there were one. The 
club launched a fundraising campaign to 
support their legal appeal, and all proceeds 
from this party go to the #savefabric 

fund. Local techno-funk specialist Sepehr 
headlines, with promoters Parameter 
taking over the back room. 


Blasthaus presents Audion, Mozhgan, 
Jackie House at Gray Area, 9 p.m.-2 a.m. 
Friday, Oct. 14. $15-$20; grayarea.org 
Detroit's Matthew Dear wears many 
guises. Throughout his nearly two-decade 
career, Dear co-founded a seminal 

record label (Ghostly International) 

and produced ethereal minimal techno, 
catchy synth-pop, and - my personal 
favorite - swirling, psychedelic techno, as 
Audion. Audion melds the svelte funk of 
Dear's eponymous work with big-room 
maximalist club music. The result goes 
hard on the dancefloor as expected, 

but maintains the textural nuance that 
is Dear’s calling card. Local selectors 
Mozhgan, Jackie House, and Matt Hubert 
Support. 


Public Works and Deep Blue present 
Sasha at Public Works, 9 p.m.-4 a.m. 
Friday, Oct. 14. $30-$40; publicsf.com 
Few DJs are as pedigreed as Britain's 
Sasha. In the ‘90s, he became the world’s 
first “superstar DJ,” based mostly on the 
strength of his partnership with fellow 
progressive house hero John Digweed. 
Their Northern Exposure double-CD DJ mix 
launched a cottage industry of DJ-mixes- 
as-albums. Before that, he was DJing the 
Hacienda in the late ‘80s, birthing acid 
house. Today, he’s still at it, commanding 
dancefloors with razor-sharp mixing skills 
and melodic, emotional selections. He's 
legendary for a reason. 
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“Balearic” — an ill-defined, hazy 
sound which blends disco, house, 
funk, and new age at languid tempos. 
Moreover, Weatherall is the missing 
link between the “Madchester” sound 
— New Order, Happy Mondays, and 
the first ecstasy generation — and 
the U.K.’s techno-rave acts of the 
90s. 

In 1996, he formed the cult elec- 
tro-IDM act Two Lone Swordsmen 
with partner-in-crime Keith Tennis- 
wood. Later, they launched Rotters 
Golf Club, a record label dedicated to 
dirty, raunchy electro. 

During his set at The Great North- 
ern, what he'll play is anyone’s guess 
— trainspotters, take note — but 
rest assured it will be very, very fine. 


Lights Down Low presents Josh Wink and 
Willie Burns at Monarch, 10 p.m.-3 a.m. 
Saturday, Oct. 15. $20; monarchsf.com 
For ravers of a certain age, Josh Wink’s 
“Higher State of Consciousness” is as close 
to anthemic as you could get. Back when 
electronic music in America was mostly 
considered a punchline for jokes - the 
exception being small regional scenes, 

like the Midwestern one Wink hails from - 
“Higher State” achieved massive breakout 
success, Spreading the gospel of acid far 
and wide. Two decades later, not much has 
changed. Brooklyn's dusty house purveyor 
Willie Burns joins him. 


NOTABLE LOCAL RECORDS 


Every Rise by Joel St. Julien; 
self-released 


Joel St. Julien is a San Francisco sound de- 
signer and composer of film and dance 
scores who moonlights as a singer-song- 
writer. Every Rise, his solo debut, is a 
lush, brief listen, a vision of left-field pop 
music overlaid with filmic textural nu- 
ance. 

The record opens with “How I Pro- 
cess the City of the Future,” a potpour- 
ri of sounds and styles that heralds 
what’s to come. There’s a chunky, churn- 
ing breakbeat, a rapturous synthesizer 
scarred by a digital whir, and a murky, 
monotone vocal. If that sounds like 
an odd agglomeration, it is. But to St. 
Julien’s credit, it works well. Alas, at 
three minutes long, it ends barely after 
it begins. 

Then comes “60 Days,’ a straightfor- 
ward tune featuring St. Julien strum- 
ming and jangling his guitar while sing- 
ing harmonically. It’s simple, breezy, 
and catchy: a cozy pop ditty. 

The record’s namesake, its last track, 
is its finest and most memorable listen, 
a brooding and melancholy work that’s 
solemn without feeling sappy. St. Julien 
synthesizes all the tonal and textural 
elements that come before into one co- 
hesive whole, and it works marvelously.

St. Julien is a remarkably talented 
sound designer. Every Rise is filled with 
superlative textures and atmospheres. 
It’s also filled with ideas, songwrit- 
ing-wise — and perhaps too many. Not 
until “Every Rise” do they cohere. With 
narrowed focus, St. Julien will be onto 
something special. 


Instinct by Vin Sol; Ultramajic 


It’s Vin Sol’s year. In 2016, the San Fran- 
cisco producer and DJ celebrated the 
one-year anniversary of his steamy party 
Club Lonely, launched his own Club 
Lonely record label, and released four re- 
cords. The latest, Instinct, was just re- 
leased on Jimmy Edgar’s Ultramajic 
imprint. It’s my favorite Sol record yet, a 
techno-centric four-tracker invigorated 
by the spirit of ghetto house. 

Instinct hews closely to the ghetto 
house blueprint: intermittent bursts of 
claps on every beat, call-and-response 
synths, vocal samples imploring one to 
work. But Sol contemporizes the sound 
with rubbery, technoid sound design, 

a futuristic twist to match the record’s 
vaporous artwork. 

The title track’s insistent, needling 
synthesizer pulses are deceptively 
simple, drilling into your head while 
raucous kick drums and battering 
handclaps keep time. “1314” is just 
as simple and effective as “Instinct,” 
featuring brassy sound design. The 
steadily building drum fills of “Can’t 
Cope” make it the record’s highest-en- 
ergy offering. 

Sol’s compatriot (and former San 
Franciscan) Matrixxman offers up a re- 
mix of “Instinct.” It’s slightly faster and 
more subdued than the original, but 
maintains its nervous energy. A digi- 
tal-only bonus track, “DTLW,” features 
the iconic “work” incantation and raw, 
corroded textures. 

Home listeners might find this 
record wanting in complexity, but for 
DJs, Instinct is just right for elevating 
and maintaining dancefloor tension.

As arhythm 
section, bassist Thomas Walmsley and 
drummer Samuel Toms fulfill the roles of 
anchor and engine, their meticulous syn- 
ergy acting as springboard for frontman 
Thomas Bagshaw and multi-instrumental- 
ist Adam Smith’s spiraling melodies. So 
while Bagshaw does bear an uncanny re- 
semblance to the late glam-rock icon and 
fellow Brit Marc Bolan (best known as the 
frontman of T. Rex), Temples just might be, 
oddly enough, the most British Californians 
out there.

one person and their food. On the cusp of October, Bon Iver 
released its third album, 22, A Million, proving once again 
that the band knows how to come up with some pretty 
weird song names. This time around, it decided to use num- 
bers, punctuation marks, and symbols for titles, and only six 
of the album’s 10 tracks have full, albeit nonsensical, words 
in them — like “10 dEAThbREasT,” “33 ‘GOD, ” and “29 
#Strafford APTS.” Though slightly more electronic and ex- 
perimental than its predecessors, 22, A Million is still rooted 
in folk, featuring swirling instrumentals and loads of back- 
ground harmonies. It’s hard to say what’s next from this ver- 
bally eccentric band, but here’s hoping that someday it 
comes out with a counterpart to “Skinny Love,” called

Back in 2003, Maroon 5 was just a little-known sextet in Los Angeles that made delicate and sentimental relation- 
ship-themed pop-rock songs. Even then they were headlining nights at well-known locations like the House of Blues in Hol- 
lywood, but their shows were still cheap enough that high school freshmen (such as myself) could afford to buy tickets and 
even a CD copy of their debut album, Songs About Jane, without blowing their entire allowance. Thirteen years later, I can still 
remember most of the lyrics on the 12-track album, but if you quizzed me about the songs on any of their subsequent four al- 
bums, I couldn't tell you a thing. Why? Because Maroon 5 changed. Once known an insular unit who wrote their own songs 
— crooning love ballads revolving around simple guitar arrangements — Maroon 5 is now an annoyingly upbeat Top 40 be- 
hemoth with a penchant for overcrowding tunes with extraneous instruments, electronic elements, and’80s flairs. Perhaps 
their new sound wouldn't be so distasteful if another key facet of their music — lead singer Adam Levine's voice — hadn't 
changed as well. Once plaintive and emotive, Levine — who has since forayed into acting, appearing in shows like American 
Horror Story: Asylum and The Voice — has kicked his voice up a notch, opting for a falsetto that is so high-pitched, he sounds 
like a whining chihuahua. It’s likely other fans feel similarly about the direction the band has gone in since its 2007 sopho- 
more album, but we are clearly few in number. With more than 13 million monthly listeners on Spotify, Maroon 5, which is 
also the streaming platform’s 50th most-listened-to artist in the world, is officially a force to be reckoned with.
